Developments show that Lewis plan 
ned his work carefully. A pet doc 
which followed Toliver and his wife 
everywhere was caught by Lewis-early 
last night. He led the dog a block or 
more from home and tied hing tO a post. 

Then, armed with two pistols, one 
an automatic, and a dagger, he re- 
turned to the Toliver home and waite1, 
The police do not believe he had plan- 
ned to murder Mrs. Toliver. As Toli- 
ver and his wife rode up to their hore 
in their automobile Lewis opened fire. 
Those who heard the shooting say h> 
fired 19 times. Mrs. Toliver was shot 
in the mouth and in the head. Both 
wounds were mortal, but she stagger- 
ed into the house, reached the tele- 
phone and tried to ring the police. 

Toliver. his body riddled with bul- 
lets, followed his wife into the house, 
Lewis close behind. The wounded 
man fell in the front room, his arms 
outstretched, his eyes looking into 
those of the slaver. 

To Make Sure of His Work. 
Lewis, according to his own 
ment, wanted to make sure of his 
work. ,Drawing his dagger he knelt 
before Toliver and plunged the blade 
into the abdomen of the dying man. 
He reloaded the two revolvers, wip-

he neared his home. As he approached 
they covered him with their weapons. 
He threw his hands above his head and 
said to Chief Wilson and the detectives 
who disarmed him:

Greensboro, N. C., May 26.—With re- 
turns tonight from of the 100 coun- 
ties in North Carolina which Saturday 
held county conventions, it is quite 
evident that the question of whether 
the Wilson or Underwood forces were 
in control rested solely with the un- 
instructed delegations.

“It is my duty to say that so seri- 
ous a resolution alarms and hurts 
the feejings of a people who love 
and are jealous of their independ- 
ance,” he says. 

“Il appeal to you,” he continues, 
“as a _— friend of Cuba, respect- 
ing her rights, that you will be con- 
vinced ans this government is cap- 
able of and sufficiently supported 
by the valor and patriotism of the 
Cuban people to deal promptly with 
a few unfortunate and misguided 
persons without reason or flag. 

“If you understand these condi- 
tions you will perceive that it is not 
the part of a friendly government 
to contribute, under such circum- 
stances, to the embarrassment of a 
government and people such as those 
of Cuba, placed, it is true, in un- 
fortunate conditions, but not lack- 
ing in patriotism and courage.’

The supplies are for the 
uSe of the naval forces that are gath- 
ering in Cuba because of the disorder 
that prevails there. 

Battleships Ready at Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va.. May 26.—The battle- 
ships New Jersey, Rhode Island and 
Georgia arrived in Hampton Roads 
shortly after 5 o'clock this afternoon 
and immediately began to load coal and 
aMimunition. Ther are expected to 
leave for Cuba or Key West early to- 
morrow morning. 

A detachment of marines under the 
command of Captain W. H. Taylor 
left the navy yard soon after the ar- 
ships in the roads and‘ 
go south with the battle- 
ships. Each battleship will take on 
a sufficient supply, of provisions to 
feed the marines ie sixty days after 
they land in Cuba. 

Battleships Off For Cuba. 

Hampton, Va., May 26.—The battle- 
ships Rhode Island and Georgia, of the 
third division of the Atlantic fleet, 
éailed from Hampton Roads tonight at 
8-o'’clock, for Cuba, with 4090 marines 
aboard. The marines, from Washing- 
ton, Annapolis and Norfolk, arrived 
here during the day. 

The marines boarded the battleships 
@t 5 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
Georgia and Rhode Island, it is under- 
stood, will join the fleet commanded 
by Rear Admiral Osterhaus, off the 
Virginia capes. 

KEY WEST IS PREPARING 
FOR THE ATLANTIC FLEET 

Key West, Fla, May 26.—The battle- 
ship Nebraska arrived off Sand Key at 
noon today, where it was reached by 
wireless and ordered to Key West, 
where it was anchored in the harbor 
at sundown. Because of the Nebraska's 
experience in running aground in 
Southwest Pass, below New Orleans, 
recently, Captain Wood hesitated 
about entering the harbor. 

There has been great activity around 
the naval station today. 
hoists have been busy filling barges, 
and 1,100 tons will be delivered imme- 
digtely to the Nebraska, in addition to 
other supplies. Captain Wood has been 
advised that 150 marines, coming here 
by special train, will be embarked on 
the Nebraska.

- BOUT REBELS 


Cuban Troop Seek to Surround 


the Rebellious Negroes, 


It Is Believed Troops Will Be 
Able to Force Negroes to 
Decisive Battle--Great Alarm 
Is Being Caused by the Ne- 
groes in Eastern Cuba. 


Havana, May 26.—Advicesa from the 
scene of ‘the military operations in 
Oriente province are meager. The 
troops are still engaged in carrying 
out the carefully laid plans of Gen- 
eral Mendieta to envelope the rebel 
forces, close in on all sides and com- 
pel a decisive combat, 

In an engagement last night be- 
tween regulars under Colonel Machada 
and @ band of rebels, several of the 
latter were killed, two captured and 
the remainder dispersed. The loss to 
the troops is not given. 

The Cuban government tomorrow 
will have fully 3,000 troops of all arms 
in the province of Oriente, most of 
them facing the main bodies of the 
rebels under Ivonet and Estenoz. 

Proclaims Htmself President. 

It is reported that Estenoz has pro- 
claimed himself president of the new 
republic, with Ilvonet as commander in 
chief of the army of vindication. The 
insurgents are reported to have adopt- 
ed a flag of blue with white stripes. 

More troops were rushed to the front 
ffom Havana tonight, and also many 
carloads of ammunition and a large 
consignment of rifles, the latter in- 
tended for distribution among the 
plantations, and to the loyal citizens of 
the many towns within the zone of the 
insurrection. 

President Gomez has received a 
cablegram ffom the United States of- 
fering the services of 500 cowboys to 
fight the eebels. The president replied 
courteously with thanks for the offer, 
which he declined. 

Several Provinces Quiet. 

Genera] Monteagudo willg start for 
Oriente tomorrow to take c mand of 
all the government troops. The prov- 
inces of Pinar del Rio, Havana, Matan- 
zas and Cmaguey are reported quiet. 
A skirmish has taken place in Santa 
Clara, the casualties being two killed. 
Strong patrols of rural guards and 
police nightly guard all approaches to 
the capital, scrutinizing closely every- 
one coming into the city or leaving it. 

The women teachers of the scatter- 
ed schools in the Bacuranao district 
have petitioned for the closing of the 
schools. They are taking refuge in 
the town of Guanabacoa, but the atti- 
tude of the negroes there is becoming 
threatening. 

NEGROES SPREADING TERROR 
IN THE EASTERN: PROVINCES 

Santiago, Cuba, May 26.—Conditions 
in the province of Oriente continue to 
be extremely alarming. From all quar- 
ters petitions were pouring in for pro- 
tection, which the government is un- 
able to furnish because all available 
troops are being concentrated for the 
purpose of surrounding the main 
podies of the rebels under Estenoz and 
[vonet. 

A party of, 150 mounted negroes ar- 
rived iast night at Aurora Maniel, 
threatening an attack on El Cobre, 10 
miles west of Santiago, where the 
mines of the Cuba Copper Company are 
located. The government being unable 
to dispatch troops, sent fifty rifles, 
with which officials of the company 
armed the miners and other employees, 

Estenoz passed through Jarahueca, 
about 30 miles to the northwest of 
Guantanamo, this morning with 600 
mounted men under his immediate 
command. Ivonet, with a band of i109 
negroes, mounted and armed with 
new rifles, is pillaging the stores at 
LaCarolina and vicinity. 

The rebels nave again surrounded 
Palma Soriano, north of Santiago, the 
inhabitants of which are vainly ap- 
pealing for protection. The Atlantic 
Fruit Steamship Company has also 
asked protection for its property at 
Sagua de Tanamo, on the north coast 
of Oriente, but no troops are avail- 
able. 

Estenoz yesterday demanded $5,000 
from ‘planters in the vicinity of.Tigua- 
bos. He obtained $1,000 after threaten- 
ing to hang the planters. 

teports from Manzanillo, on the west 
coast, state that a number of negroes, 
who were leaving town to join the in- 
surgents in the field, exchanged shots 
with a police patrol, some of them be- 
ing wounded.

Justice Hughes Considered by 
the Leaders as a Possible 
Nominee at Chicago. 


Washington, May  26.—(Special.)— 
Having found the G. O. P. elephant out 
over the country on a rampage, bearing 
the “T. R.” brand, Theodore Roosevelt 
is now endeavoring to claim ownership 
and ride that enoted beast into the 
white-house lot. If the republican na- 
tional committee decides against Mr. 
Roosevelt, there will be a bolt. If Mr. 
Taft seems in danger of defeat, there 
will be another conservative candidate 
put into the fight. In either event, a 
Split in the republican ranks seems 
imminent, and the democrats are ait- 
ting tight and waiting their turn. Of 
the dark horses, Mr. Justice Hughes, of 
New York, ‘continues to be the most per- 
Sistently groomed. Senator Cummins, 
of Iowa, is another. A Washington 
woman recently remarked to Mrs. 
Hughes: 

“It is so distressing that your hugs- 
band has refused to permit his name 
to be considered for the nomination 
for president.” | 

“Dry your tears,’ Mrs, Hughes is re- 
ported to have replied. “I haven't re- 
fused.” 

Politicians recall the vote-getting 
speeches made by Mr. Hughes in Iowa, 
South Dakota and Minnesota in the 
campaign of 1908. His part in the life 
insurance investigation also won him 
thousands of friends all over the coun- 
try. It is a mooted question whether 
Mr. Hughes is not more radical than 
Mr. Roosevelt. Certainly Justice 
Hughes means every word he says, and 
just as he says it. 

Since Mr. Roosevelt entered the fight 
and tore the republican party wide 
open, there have been persistent ru- 
mors that Mr. Hughes must yield his 
personal inclinations and make the 
race to gave his party. 

Senator Cummins, who is an avowed 
candidate of the republican nomina- 
tion, is a progressive who is somewhat 
better liked by the regular wing of 
the party than almost any other pro- 
Eressive in it. He has-made active ef- 
forts toreduce the tariff,and was one 
of the twelve republican senators to 
ni against the Payne-Aldrich tariff 

ill. 

As governor of Iowa, according to 
his friends, Mr. Cummins fought for 
progressive measures and the regula- 
tion of railroads long before Mr. 
Roosevelt took up that fight. His state 
has twice elected him to the senate. 
Mr. Cummins is sound in his views in 
regard to the judiciary, and is against 
the recall of judges. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, is another 
strong republican senator Who has had 
quarters in the dark-horse stable for 
some time.

“His Supreme Need Is Chris- 
tianity,”” Says Dr. Hanscom. 
Letters From Prominent Min- 


isters Read to Congregation- 
al Church. 


Well known ministers, throvgh per- 
sonal letters, voiced their ideag of the 
need of young men in church work last 
night at the Central Congregational 
church, appealing to them to take on 
their shoulders the labors that right- 
fully belong there and citing statistics 
to show the appalling indifference 
which most young men display in re- 
gard to religion and religious services. 

The letters were written at the in- 
stance of Dr, G. L. Hanscom, pastor of 
the church, who. preached on “The 
Young Man in Religious Life,’ and 
taken together form a remarkable and 
authoritative view of present day con- 
ditions. Several hundred people heard 
the sermon and the letters. 

Manhood’s Supreme Need. 


“Young man's supreme need is Chris- 
tiarity. Not that there are no other 
Deeds, and that they should be care- 
fully met—but that Is the greatest 
need and should be amply provided 
for,’ said Dr. Hanscom. He should not 
allow his religious obligations to in- 
jure his secular possibilities, nor will 
they if rightly viewed; neither should 
he permit his secular duties to hinder 
his spiritual advancement. Only those 
who fashion their lives after the Di- 
Vine image ever attain full manhood, 

A young man needs Christianity that 
his character may be fashioned aright. 
Character, not reputation, makes the 
man. Keputation is what is said of 
him. Character ig what he really is. 
Christian principles must be the foun- 
dation of character and serve as the 
directing force of life. Notwithstand 
ing this fact, multitudes of young men 
are thoughtlessly neglecting that 
Christian culture s0 necessary to the 
right development and application of 
their powers. 
elt is declared by statisticians that 
Only about 25 per cent of the young 
men in this country attend church. 
This means that the other 75 per cent 
are On the streets, in the parks, saloons 
Or places of amusement. It is said 70 
per cent of prison inmates are young 
men, that 85 per cent of saloon and 
brothel patrons are young men, 90 
per cent of all the crimes are commit- 
ted by young men. What a fearful in- 
dictment against the young manhood 
of America’?

Under any and every condition the first premise of the late 
| planting should be that enough good crops are put in the ground on 
every southern farm to supply the table and the barn and cut off 
the drain upon the income on cotton which, in years past, has 
forced the farmer to patronize the credit system and to sacrifice 
his staple more than once for much less than its customary value. 

The next consideration is that in every cotton-belt state the 
farmers individually, through their organization and through their 
relations with bankers and merchants, ought to prepare themselves 
to market the crop scientifically, and not in the haphazard, dis- 
aster-inviting method heretofore in vogue. It is against all economic 
‘law to maintain that cotton is not among the first collaterals for 
bank loans, extended judiciously and with proper safeguards both 
to the bank and the farmer. A product demanded and, at that, im- 
peratively, by all civilization, without which hundreds of thousands 
of employees and millions of capital in the old world and the new 
world lie idle, cotton ranks A-1 as bankable security. That is true 
of the white staple as, of no other crop, since cotton will keep almost 
indefinitely.

Dr. White Believes Great Good 
Will Come From Its 
~ Work. 


Dr. John E. White, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, made a strong 
statement to his congregation concern- 
ing the movement against the social 
evil in Atlanta and the vice commis- 
sion in a prelude to his sermon yes- 
terday morning Dr. White was the 
choice of the committee of twenty-five 
of the Men and Religion Movement 
for a place on this commission as rep- 
resenting the religious interests of the

city. The mayor, however, declined to 
appoint Dr, White. Dr. White strong- 
ly commends the commission and be- 
lieves that great good will come from 
its work. 

“The movement in Atlanta to check 
and turn back the rising tide of the 
evil which had become bolder 
than ever before in the history of the 
city has found a practical and unani- 
mous response in every church where 
it has been presented by the pastor,” 
he said. 

Question of Vice Traffic. 


The question of the vice traffic in- 
volves profoundly the deeper ques- 
tions of depraved human nature, im- 
moral standards of society as respects 
the virtue of men, and the whole sad 
problem of deceived and desparing wo- 
manhood. 

We are not going to get rid of pros- 
titution in Atlanta in a day or a year. 
But if anybody imagines that the 
movement in this city now well-begun 
is going to stop short of a decided 
change in present tendencies and con- 
ditions of the vice traffic itn this com- 
munity through the influence of moral 
stand-patters and people who have 
vested property interests in the traffic, 
he is very much mistaken. 

Atlanta is simply catching step with 
the procession of an awakened social, 
mora] conscience, in dealing with the 
organized traffic in human sin and the 
inevitable and horrible consequences 
to bodies. minds and souls which affect 
us all. The movement appeals only to 
a sound and constructive public opin- 
ion and bases its appeal upon facts 
which make their own indisputable 
argument to moral patriotism. 

The Vice Commission. 

First: The city government is inter: 
ested, The mayor has appointed a 
commission of ten men to investigate 
and report by the first of October. It 
is recarded as a very conservative body 
of citizens, but it will give the public 
the facts. Six cities during the past 
two years have had such commissions 
They have been constituted 
of men representing the most diverse 
personal opinions at the outset. These 
reports have been made and are pub- 
lished. The remarkable fact of them 
all is the unanimity of the conclusions 
arrived at congerning the social evil. 
The appointment of the commission in 
Atlanta is a significant step forward, 

Second: Public sentiment in its pri- 
vate expressions is in strong support 
of the movement to grapple with the 
vice traffic in our city. Publicity is 
the only thing needed to give it co- 
herency and effect. When the whole 
cover is pulled off, and what is going 
on laid bare the people of Atlanta will 
be first amazed and then arouse4. 
They may not Know what to do, but 
they will be one voice that something 
must be done. 

Defense of Hapless Girls. 

Third: The protection of homes and 
the defense of hapless girls is the 
mainspring of the movement. It cries 
out to the chivalry of good men to re- 
sist the traffic which in the very

BY HEAVY CHARGE 


Electrician Shocked to Death 
by Wire Carrying 2,300 
Volts. 


—s 


As he grasped a heavy wire lead to 
one of the electrical regulators in the 
Davis street plant of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company yesterday 
afternoon, Charles P. Hewitt met al- 
most instant death from the 2,300 volts 
charge which the wire carried. 

He was rushed to the Atlanta hos- 
pital in the Greenberg & Bond ambu- 
lance, but died before he could be 
placed on the operating table, without 
having regained consciousness. He was 
86 vears old and lived at 290 DeKalb 
avenue. 

Hewitt was one of a number of elec- 
tricians engaged in repair work at the 
plant Sunday, according to the story 
told at his home. About 2:05 o'clock 
it became necessary to change the 
leads to the regulators in the plant, 
and the current was cut off for this 
purpose. 

For some reason, the current re- 
mained unchanged on one of the reg- 
vlators, and the wires leading to it 
were loaded with instant death. As 
Hewitt attempted to remove the wire 
lead, he came in contact with the 2.500 
volts which it carried and which caused 
his death. 

When it was seen at the hospital 
that nothing could be done for him, the 
body was removed to Greenberg & 
Bond's chapel, where the funeral will 
be held this afternoon at 3 o'clock, 
Dr. Hendricks officiating. Pallbearers 
have been selected from the electrical 
union and the secret orders of which 
the deceased was a member.  Inter- 
ment will be in West View. 

The deceased is survived by his 
brother, J. B. Hewitt, a well-known of- 
ficer of the union, and his uncle and 
aunt, who raised him, Mr. ang Mrs. 
J. M. Carter, and several cousins.

Meantime Lori- 
mer'’s plea of iliness and his request 
that nothing be done in his case until 
he can return to Washington have 
been allowed to rest without action on 
either side.

The Cuban Intervention will figure 
this week in the senate committee on 
Cuban relations, which will undertake 
to report necessary legislation to de- 
termine when. and how this govern- 
nent shall exercise the right to inter- 
vene in Cuba under the so-called Platt 
amendment. 
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ELIHU RCOT DENIES 
THAT HE WILL DECLINE 


Washington, May 26.—Senator Elihu 
Root, of New York, who has been 
named temporary chairman of the re- 
publican national convention by a sub- 
committee of the republican national 
committee, issued a statement today, 
deciering: 

“There is ne foundation whatever 
for the story that I contemplate de- 
clining to act ag temporary chairman 
of the republican national convention. 
The customary duty of the committee 
on arrangements requires them to 
designate someone to render that serv- 
ice. I was notified by the committee 
that they had designated me, and I 
accepted the designation. Unless that 
designation is overruled, as, of course, 
it may be by the convention, I shall 
serve.” 


TEXAS CONVENTIONS 
TO BE HELD TUESDAY 


Dallas, Texas, May 26.—Texas will 
have two state presidential conven- 
tions Tuesday, which will say the final 
word as to how this state's delegates 
will vote in the national] convention 
on both republican and democratic 
candidates. There seems no likelihood 
that either“party will send uninstruct- 
ed delegates. 

The democrats meet at Houston to 
name forty delegates, and the repub- 
licans at Fort Worth to name eight. 
The democratic delegates include both 
the eight delegates at large and the 
thirty-two district delegates, which, 
under the democratic party’s system in 
Texas, are named by the state conven- 
tion instead of by the districts. There 
are no indications that this rule will 
be broken at Tuesday's convention, for 
the state convention delegates were 
elected with the general understanding 
that this custom would apply. As the 
Wilson supporters have a majority in 
the state convention, they predict that 
they will name all forty delegates for 
Wilson. 

The republican convention is called 
to name eight .delegates-at-large, 
thirty-two district delegates already 
having been selected. State Republican 
Executive Chairman Cecil A. Lyon an- 
nounces contests from seventeen coun- 
ties, and claims the convention will be 
five to one for Roosevelt. Lyon is the 
Texas Roosevelt leader. H. F. Me- 
Gregor, the Taft leader, has not con- 
ceded defeat in the state convention. 
The contesting delegations will be 
heard tomorrow.

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TELLS VALUE OF BLUE GRASS 
_IN TERRACING FARM LANDS

Editor Constitution: I see an ex- 
change of ideas, or plang rather, be- 
tween Colonel R. J. Redding and Mr. 
Joel Hurt as to the best methods to 
keep farm lands from washing. This 
is a matter that is werth more to the 
country than who is to be president of 
the United States. 

I have known of Colonel Redding 
for twenty or thirty years. He has 
done as much to benefit the farmers as 
anyone I know. His advice is always 
good; he never goes astray except in 
his hollow-horn theory, but I am not 
discussing the hollow horn just now. 
I have no doubt as to Mr. Hurt’s abil- 
ity as a civil engineering, etc., and I 
am confident he could take a fleld and 
keep it from washing with his ditch- 
ing plan. But the farmers need a sys- 
tem that can be applied to all lands 
easily and cheaply; and one that wily 
make good. | 

As to myself I will say that I am a 
farmer, and also a millwright. I be- 
lieve I can truthfully say that I have 
built more mills, more dams, more 
overshot and breast wheels and set 
more turbine water wheels than any 
other man in Georgia today. My life 
work has been to harness water and 
make it serve man, and water is water, 
and it°can be kept from washing our 
God-given lands away, and ought to 
be done. 

The Lord requires it at our hands, 
but all through these years I have 
owned some farms and loved the farm 
better than all other occupations, and 
right now I will say that I never let 
my dirt get away from me. 

When the terrace system came into 
the country years ago I looked through 
it, and readily accepted it as the only 


way to keep land from washing. If 


you will only think, the Lord has been 
trying to show ail people in all ages, 
how to terrace His land. If you will 
take a look at any hillside where there 
is trash and litter, after a shower of 
rain, you will see the terrace system 
in all of its natural beauty. Of course, 
you can be your own judge as to how 
much elevation you give between level 
lines—for ordinary lisides 3 feet is 
about right, for steep hillsides more, 
and for less steep lands less than 3 
feet, and so on. But bear in mind 
that these level lines are but the be- 


ginning. After you get a good bank 
thrown up plow it with some kind of} 
plow that will throw the slice down 
hill, Persevere in this until your land 
is benched, then it cannot wash. 

One more thought, and I am done. 
Sow blue grass on your terraces—this 
is easily done. Send a plowman with a 
amall scooter plow on top of the bank. 
Let someone follow with a guano horn 
and sprinkle the seed, and one still to 
follow with a brush broom, dragging in 
the furrow. If there is a good season 
in the ground you will get a stand, and 
it will be there for all time. You may 
think that it will die out, but “I tell 
you nay;” it will grow and, finally 
choke out every weed and briar, and, 
more, it will overhang the lower edge 
of the bank so the water will trickle 
down the swarth of grass without 
washing the perpendicular side of the 
terrace, and you would fall in love 
with it, if you love the beautiful. 

If you have terraced your farms and 
they are washing away, you may know 
that you have not fully completed te 
job. I have never seen a field that I 
could not cure of the washing habit. 
I have no farm tools for sale and need 
no employment whatever.
